BANDUNG, Java, March 
4. — (Wednesday) — (AP) 
—Allied ground forces early 
today were pressing home a 
counter - offensive against 
the Japanese invaders of 
Java while United Nations 
air and naval units sought to 
cut off the enemy’s sea lanes 
of retreat and possible rein- 
forcement. 

Netherlands bombers = struck 
some of their heaviest blows at 
the fleet which put ashore troops 
near Rembang in northeastern 
Java. Aneta news agency reported 
on good authority that only five 
ships remained of the 12 which 
originally had made up this con- 
centration. 

Shortly before midnight an 
authorized spokesman told Aneta: 

“It can be stated without reserva- 
tion that the situation remains well 
in hand on al! fronts.”

BRACED FOR JAP ATTACK 
Burma Forces Hold Enemy 


Gen. Wavell To 
Concentrate On 


Burma Defence: 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

LONDON, March 3. — (AP) — 

Gen, Sir Archibald Wavell, a man 
with a single purpose and a single 
eye, today turned the defence of 
Java over to the Netherlands East 
Indies command to concentrate on 
the defence of Burma, doorway to 

India and Britain's last un- 
attacked possession in the east. 

The change of commanders was 
announced at 10 Downing Street 
early today, simultaneous with the 
announcement in Washington, and 
was considered to have been dic- 
tated partly by political considera- 
tion, for, good sources said, Britain 
will give India dominion status 
within three days; and India must 
be guaranteed the military leader- 
ship of a top-flight soldier. 

Some informed persons expressed 
belief Sir Archibald’s transfer from 
Java back to hig old Indian com- 
Inand was an indication that the 
imperial general staff has given 
Java up as a bad job.

R.A.F. fighters and bombers at- 
tacked Japanese lines and trans- 
port concentrations “with good ef- 
fect,” the communique said 

Units of the Indian Air Force 
operating in Burma have been so 
successful in bombing and recon- 
naissance raids over Japanese-held 


territory that they have been sin- 
gled out for praise by Gen. Wavell.

Subscriptions te Canada’s Second 
Victory Loan rose to $579,151,350 
at the close of business last night. 
loan headquarters announced to- 
day. Subscriptions yesterday were 
$40,360,750. 

Hon. J. L. Msley, minister of fin- 
ance, has stated that while the 
minimum objective of the drive for 
Victory funds is $600,000,000, the 
real objective is all that her citizens 
can subscribe at this time. The slo- 
gan now is “let's make it a billion.” 

Canada Life Assurance Company's 
investment of $11,000,000 was in- 
cluded in yesterday's returns. 

Not yet included in the totals is 
the record of employees of Cana- 
dian General Electric Company 
from coast to coast. Their dollar 
objective was set at $600,000 but 
with their canvass incomplete they 
have already subscribed $712,000 
The company has itself subscribed 
$2,000,000.

VANCOUVER, March 3.—(CP) 
—Maj.-Gen. W. A. Griesbach, 
inspector-general of the Cana- 
dian armed forces for western 
Canada, said ‘4oday in an inter- 
view that he had “no executive 
or administrative authority what- 
soever,” 

He was referring to charges made 
in the House of Commons yesterday 
by J. F. Pouliot (Lib., Temiscouata) 
that responsibility for the dispatch 
of Canadian troops to Hong Kong 
witht “adequate” equipment 
must rest on “the inspector-general 
of the army for western Canada.” 
Mr. Pouliot said he was referring 
to Maj.-Gen. Griesbach. 


NO EXECUTIVE POWER 

“By order-in-council of about 
June 26, 1940, I was appointed in- 
spector-general of forces,” Gen 
Griesbach said. “My duties are to 
inspect and report directly to the 
minister and to make recommenda- 
tions. I have no executive or ad- 
ministrative authority whatsoever. 

“By reason of the nature of my 
appointme,.t I have no more to do 
with the Hong Kong eypedition 
than with the manning of Noah's 
Ark or the conversion of Paul on 
the road to Tarsus.” 

Gen. Griesbach is in Vancouver 
to inspect active and reserve force 
units.

On the 13th day of the 18-day 
campaign the nine rural divisions, 
made up of 54 rural units cover- 
ing the territory north of La- 
combe and extending northward 
to the Arctic, exceded their min- 
imum objective. After Monday's 
campaigning these areas sub- 
scribed a total of $1,689,550 which 
constitutes 104.2 per cent of the 
minimum quota of $1,620,000. 

On Monday 729 rural purchasers 
bought bonds amounting to $112,150 
to boost the total over the minimum 
objective. To date 9,054 rural resi- 
dents of northern Alberta have 
purchased bonds 

Edmonton's 13-day total reached 
130 per cent of the minimum objec- 
tive. Monday's figures comprised 
588 applications for a total of $119,- 
250 to boost the city’s grand total 
for the period to $5,331,250. 

Monday's returns including Ed- 
monton amounted to $231,400 with 
1317 buyers participating in the

$7,020,800 TOTAL 

This brings Northern Alberta's 
gross total, including Edmonton, to 
20,881 purchasers for a gross of $7,- 
200,800, which is 122.77 per cent of 
the original minimum quota. Last 
year’s total number of buyers for 
the whole campaign was 15,850.

SITUATION OUTLINED 


Directly the meeting was called to 
order council went into committee 
of the whole it being decided that 
labor and union officials have the 
right to enter the discussion rather 
than to present formal submission 
of their request for payment of the 
bonus. 

Review of the history leading 
up to the adoption hy the federal 
government of legislation gov- 
erning commodily price ceilings 
and cost-of-living bonus payments 
to meet increased living costs was 
presented by Alfred Farmito 

He commended the council on its 
approach to the settlement of the 
issue and expressed confidence fhat 
thé discussions between the em- 
ployees and the aldermanic board 
would result in the formation of a 
settlement of the difficulties con- 
fronting them. 

GOVERNMENT'S INTENT 

He submitted there was no doubt 
that the intent of the dominion gov- | 
ernment legislation was that a cost- 
of-living bonus should be paid. This 
payment was necessary if harmony 
was to prevail in labor ranks. The 
legislation passed “by the federal 
government he said had followed 
conferences between.employers and 
labor representatives and was de- 
signed to maintain the cordial labor 
relations which has kept Canada 
free from major industrial disputes 
during recent years, 

Mr. Farmilo warned that unrest 
and labor trouble assuredly would 
follow failure of industry to recog- 
nize the necessity for payment of 
the bonus, and although municipal- 
ities were exempt from the pro- 
visions of the legislation he urged 
that the city of Edmonton accept 
the spirit of the legislation and 
consider favorably the request from 
the employees. 


VOLUNTARY METHOD 

He pointed to the fact that the 
federal government, while recog- 
nizing that mumicipalities were 
exempt, had suggested that city 
councils may voluntarily adopt the 
provisions of the order-in-council 
as it concerns the cost of living 
bonus. 

Mr. Farmilo stated that it had 
originally been intended to in- 
clude municipalities under the 
wage stabilization legislation but 
this was deemed to be ultra vires 
the powers of the dominion gov: 
ernment and was abandoned. 

He intimated that the provincial 
government had introduced a flat 
rate bonus for its employees, and 
also that the Canadian railways and 
many industrial firms were now 
paying the cost of living bonus 

He appealed to the council to 
agree now on the principle of pay- 
ment of the cost of living bonus and 
to instruct the commissioners to 
enter into negotiations with the 
union officials on the amount of the 
bonus, the date of payment and 
other details, any agreement reach- 
ed through the negotiations to be

He was of the opinion that had 
municipalities come under the 
provisions of  order-in-council 
7440 it would not have prevenied 
the chy making the salary restor- 
ations granted ta employees last 
spring.

He admitted that the council was 
not legally bound to pay the cost- 
of-living bonus, but submitted thet 
there was a moral obligation to 
recognize the request of the federal 
government that municipalities can 
voluntarily come under the wages 
and price ceiling legislaion, 


RETAIN LOYALTY 


He pointed out that while the 
municipality was not legally bound 
to pay the cost-of-living bonus, ana 
if no agreement is reached between 
the parties, then the workers have 
the right to strike to obtain settle- 
men of their grievances. If an 
agreement is reached then the right 
to strike is removed, he added. 

He said that failure to pay a 


| cost-of-living bonus would undoubt- 


edly lead to labor trouble. “Civ‘c 
employees are loyal, keep that loy- 
alty, a loyalty which resulted ia 
1933 in the city employees arrang 
ing at a Saturday afternoon confer- 


lence with the commission board to 


purchase $250,000 of Edmonton 
bonds to tide the city over a period 
when there was danger of the bank 
closing down credit, Mr. Ainslie ap- 
pealed. 


HEAVY DEDUCTIONS 

He informed aldermen that in 1929 
deductions from civic employees’ 
wages each half-month in 1929 
amounted to 62 cents, while now 
these deductions amount to from 
$8 to $12.50. 

Mr. Ainslie submitted that the 
principle of payment of a cost-of- 
living bonus was a solid principie 
at this time and well worth adopt- 
ing 

Answering Ald. J. H. Ogilvie 
the Federation president said the 
civic employees took the position 
that they are entitled to payment 
of a cost of living bonus commen- 
Surate with the increase in the 
cost of living index since 1939, 
Commissioner J. H. Hodgson stat- 
ed that the increase in the period 
was 14.6 units. 


Ald. A. Bisset took exception to 
the statement by civic union of- 
ficials that “a moral obligation ex- 
isted to pay the cost of living 
bonus.” He said his interpretation 
of the resolutions passed by the city 
council when salary restorations 
were made last spring was that ac- 
tion on the cost-of-living bonus 
payment was deferred until after 
January 1, 1942, and {f renewed then 
favorable consideration would be 
given it. 


ONLY COMMITMENT 


Commissioner R. J. Gibb pointed 
out that the only commitment made 
by council in 1941 was the motion 
sponsored by former Ald. G, A 
Campbe!! which called for the pay- 
ment of the bonus when living costs 
rose five points above the 1929 
index, 

Ald. Bisset said that the resolu- 
tions passed in 1941 showed no 
undertaking by council to pay 
the cost-of-living bonus, all the 
resolutions purported to do was 
to restore salaries to the 1929 
levels, 

Fred G. Mitchell, president, Civic 
Union No. 52, said that when the 
bonus was asked for and later 
abandoned, it was generally under- 
Stood by civic employees, and im- 
plied by the aldermaniec board that 
favorable consideration would be 
given any request made for pay- 
ment of the bonus in 1942. 


OFFER TO MEN 


Supporting this contention it was 
pointed out that the commissioners 
had made an offer to the men when 
negotiations had been commenced 
forthe payment of the bonus early 
in January, 

Commissioner BR, J. Gibb said 
the offer was made under the pro- 

visions of order-in-council 7440, 
and was a compromise to the re- 
quest of payment of the bonus 
requested hy the employees, This 
would have cost the city $244,000, 
Mr. Gibb stated, an amount con- 
sidered beyond the city's present 
financial ability, The compromise 
offer, he said, would cost the city 
approximately $140,000, 

He added that under the pro- 
Visions of 8253 the commissioners 
consider that no cost-of-living bonus 
Is payable as there has not been a 
raise in the cost of living index 
during the basic period to Warrant 
it. It was for this reason, he stated, 
that the commissioners had recom- 
mended that the whole question be 
submitied to the regional War 
Labor Board for a ruling 


WAGE ADJUSTMENT 


Ald. Ogilvie suggested that terms 
and conditions of orders-in-council 
be forgotten and the discussion con. 
tinued. The council is not bound 
by the orders, and the employees 
want to negotiate outside them 

“The only thing to be de‘er- 
mined here,” staied Ald. Ainivy, 
“is to go ahead and adopt the 
Principle of payment of the cost: 
of-living bonus, and then refer 
the matter to the commissioners 
to deal with union officials on the 
amount of the bonus to be paid 
and the date on which payment 
should start,” 


Electrical workers were not seek- 
ing a cost-of-living bonus, C. E 
Brown, president of the Electrical 
Workers’ Union, stated in reply to 
Ald.

Ballot Change 
On Plebiscite 
Studied Today 


By FRANK FLAHERTY 

OTTAWA, March 3.—(CP)— 
The House of Commons, secking 
the simplest form in which to 
submit the forthcoming plediscite 
to the voters, today was to con- 
sider an alternative ballot, 

The form of ballot embodied in the 
plebiscite bill, subject of an all-day 
discussion in committee of the 
whole yesterday, called for printing 
the plebiscite question twice—once 
with “yes” after it and once with 
“no,” the voters being expected tu 
mark one or the other with an 
"Re", 
The form to be studied today 
was to have the question printed 
only once with space for an “x” 
under either “yes” or “no.” Its pre- 
paration resulted from fears ex- 
pressed by some members that the 
form first suggested would be con- 
fusing and might result in spoiled 
ballots. 


TOO MUCH TIME 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
indicated he favored the alternative 
form with the question printed 
only once but at the same time 
suggested the house was spending 
too much time discussing the me- 
chanics of the plebiscite by which 
the government proposed to seck 
release from “Any obligation aris- 
ing out of any past commitments 
restricting the methods of raising 
men for military service.” 

“There are grave issues at stake 
at the moment,” said Mr. King, “aad 
we may have to consider some of 
them much more profoundiy veiy 
soon than we have thus far had 
to do and I would suggest to hon- 
orable members that we try to 
make all the progress we can in the 
legislation before us, avoiding un- 
necessarily long speeches and also 
unnecessary and sometimes trivia! 
objections to what is before the 
house.” 

Efforts to join the manpower 
plebiscite question directly to 
conscription fer overseas service 
brought a sharp flare-up in the | 
House of Commons Monday with 
Conservative house leader Han- 
son charging Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King with “deliberately” 
trying to fool the people. 

Rev. E. G. Hansell (N.D, Mac- 
leod), with the house in committee 
of the whole, moved that the ques- 
tion should be amended to add the 


words “in any theatre of war.” This, 
he said, would enable the people to 
realize better what they were vot- 
ing for.

U.S. Destroyer 


Sunk Close To 
Atlantic Coast 


WASHINGTON, March 3, — 
(AP) — The United States navy 
announced today the destroyer 
Jacob Jones was sutk by an 
enemy submarine off Cape May, 
N.J., before dawn on Feb. 28 and 
that only 11 men of the destroy- 
er's crew survived. 


The number of those lost, includ- 
ing the commanding officer, Lt.- 
Cmdr. H. D. Black, was not given 
but was more than 100 since the 
normal war-time complement of 
the old destroyer was around 145 
officers and men. 

Two torpedoes hit the Jacab 
Jones. The first one blew up the 
bow and apparently killed all per- 
sonnel on the bridge as well as 
men sleeping in the forward living 
quarters of the ship.

I do not attempt to define social 
security in the Jight of pity or com- 
passion or mercy or kindness or 
charity of mind and heart. 

I do not propose to even think 
of our obligation towards social 
justice as a Christian duty—al- 
though every cthical code from 
Gautama Buddha, to Jesus Christ, 
to Mohammed and down to the 
modern ethical philosophers, em- 
phasizes the moral responsibility 
of the strong towards the weak. 

It is only in -the non-Christian 
and anti-social philosophy of Niet- 
sche and the :modern German bar- 
barians that the weak and the un- 
fortunate are denied a considera- 
tion and a share of the earth's 
goodness. 


CHRISTIAN GOODNESS 

Nevertheless, as vigorously as all 
religion and al! benevolent philoso- 
phy, especially the Christian relig- 
ion and the Christian ethical philose 
ophy, enjoin what amounts to sOcial 
justice, in a practical sense, it 
would be fatal to base Our args 
ment upon these things 

And I'll tell you why: 

The Christian argument for social 
justice is based on love, Love is 
the central fact of the Christian 
faith, the love that exisis between 
God and man and the love that 
Christianity urges between man 
and man. 

The completely and ideally Chris- 
tian state would exist in such a 
benevo!leat flood of loving-kindness 
that sociai justice would be the first 
condition of it. 

Human nature -being what it 
is, there probably would be pov- 
erty in any kind of a society. 
Jesus Christ said, ‘The poor ye 
have with you always.” But the 
poor and the helpless and the ail- 
ing, is a purely Christian society, 
would be the first charge upon 
the state. 

The injurction of Christ to Saint 
Peter, "Feed my sheep,” would be 
come a sacred charge, not only 
upon the Church, but upon all so- 
ciety and upon the state. 

A Christian state, then, founded 
upon universal love, as a Christian 
state would have to be, would pos- 
sess, as its first essential ingredient, 
that social justice and that social 
security which we demand today 


IMPELLING MOTIVE 
"The eradication of distress, the 
free healing of the sick, the care of 
the aged, the feeding of the hungry, 
the clothing of the naked—these 
would be the first and most im- 
pelling duty of a Christian society 
—of a society founded upon love. 
In pursuance of our demand for 
social security in Canada, we could 
legitimately plead the Christian in- 
junction and the Christian com- 
mand in support of our cause but 
for one thing: 


Love is the highest human at- 
tribute, Justice is the highest pos- 
sible social attribute. 

I labor this point, perhaps, be- 
cause I would have you rezlize the 
utter futility of trying to found a 
demand for social justice or for any 
of those social reforms which come 
under the category of social justice 
upon compassion, pity, kindness, 
mercy or any other element of Icve.

The Plight Of The Farmer 


No. 1 wheat was worth 77's cents 
r bushel in Winnipeg on Saturday. 

fh Chicago the price was $1.29! cents. 
A spread of 52 cents per bushel in favor 
of the farmer in the United States as 
compared with the farmer in western 
Canada. 

Of course the Chicago price was 
artificial. No such amount could be 
obtained by re-selling the wheat in the 
world market. The price is maintained 
only because the Government of the 
United States buys the wheat, not with 
a view to re-selling it, but with a view 
to keeping the producing farmers in a 
solvent position, enabling them to pay 
taxes and debts, support their families, 
and keep production going. 

In Canada we have adopted the 
same methods as used in the United 
States to produce munitions. The 
manufacturer is paid a commission of 
5 per cent on the output of his plant, 
and the employees paid high wages; 
because the munitions must be ob- 
tained, whatever the cost. Necessity 
dictates policy in respect to munitions 
production, and there is no_ public 
complaint or cause for complaint. 

But the point has been overlooked 
that the same factor that has made 
necessary the production of munitions 
at any cost has also made it impossible 
for the farmer to carry on “as usual”. 
There is now no such thing as a world 
market for wheat in the sense that 
term conveyed three years ago, The 
markets of Europe are closed. The 
market of Great Britain has ceased to 
be a reality. We are now supplying 
wheat to Britain as a war measure, not 
as a commercial transaction. What we 
Shall get for it only the future can tell. 

The Canadian farmer cannot make 
a living by growing 77 cent wheat. His 
plight should be candidly surveyed, and 
the national wheat policy revised so as 
to put him on the same basis as the 
munitions-maker; a producer of an 
essential commodity, whose circum- 
stances have been completely altered 
by war conditions, and who must also 
be kept in business as a part of the war 
effort. : 


They Are Not Quitters 


Despite the smashing defeat of their 
first expeditionary force, and the furi- 
ous resistance put up by Allied land, 
sea and air forces, the Japanese suc- 
ceeded in making three landings in 
Java over the week-end, 

The invading parties are estimated 
to have been 60,000 strong. The Dutch 
army in Java is placed at 250,000 men, 
and its commander last week welcomed 
“may thousands” of British, Austra- 
lian and American reinforcements, Yet 
at one point the invaders dashed 40 
miles inland and captured a city, the 
other two parties making lightning ad- 
vances by bicycle and motor car of less 
but quite considerable distances, 

It would be folly to guess at 
outcome of the fighting, in detail or in 
the final event. Perhaps it was part of 
the Allied strategy to allow the invad- 
ers to make these incursions into the 
interior, and then trap them. 

But one fact is clear beyond any 


question: the willingness of the Japan- | 


ese soldier to fight. If anyone has 
doubted his bravery or supposed he 
would fight only when he knew the 
enemy was outnumbered, that delusion 
had better be dismissed. The Japanese 
are not cowards, and any temptation 
to underrate them on that score can 
only do harm, 

Whether we like it or not, we are 
going to have to kill these people in 
countless numbers. They won't turn 
back just because they encounter a su- 
perior foe, Fear will have to be driven 
into them, for at present they do not 
know the meaning of the word.

The “Second Front” 


Whatever material damage the 
“commando” raid in the Le Havre area 
may have done, two other results were 
no doubt in mind in planning the 
sortie. It demonstrated that even the 
most heavily guarded section of the 
most heavily protected Nazi-occupied 
coast is vulnerable to swift attack. And 
it must send a wave of “jitters” 
through the whole army of occupation 
from Spain to Norway. 

If Nazi military establishments are 
not safe just across the Channel from 
Britain, where defence forces and 
equipment are most formidable, no 
other occupied coastal area can be 
counted immune. And since British 
raiders can swoop down on that area, 
wipe out a defence post, carry off 
prisoners, and get safely away, the 
Nazi sentries and guards along less 
fortified sectors of the coast will sense 
their own insecurity. 

There will be, it may be assumed, 
hurry-up calls to Berlin to send along 
some more divisions to help prevent 
further incursions of the kind along the 
two thousand mile coast line from the 
Bay of Biscay to North Cape. But 
divisions of first line troops, or of even 
second line troops, are things Berlin 
cannot well spare for garrison duty at 
present; Herr Hitler needs them for his 
projected spring offensive, and more 
imniediately to stop the Russian spring 
offensive. 

There are likely to be more of these 
commando raids in the near future, 
both because they put enemy establish- 
ments out of business and because they 
will prevent Hitler concentrating his 
maximum strength against the Rus- 
sians,

Not to mention Bataan, Japan now 
has a two-front war on hand, one front 
in Java and the other in Burma. They 
are fifteen hundred miles apart, and 
each of them more than 3,000 miles 
from Japan. Major operations must be 
carried on in both areas, against con- 
stantly increasing enemy _ strength. 
That, it can be assumed with confid- 
ence, was not the pattern Tokyo want- 
ed or expected its ver to develop. 


If the Mobilization Act does not 
permit the sending of Canadian defence 
forces into Alaska or the United States 
to help repel invasion, the Act should 
be amended without waiting for the 
invasion to occur. For this there is full 
justification in the reciprocal obliga- 
tions of the defence agreement. Can- 
adians hailed this agreement with satis- 
faction, since it assures them the help 
of United States troops if this is need- 
ed. There is no reason to doubt their 
willingness to do as they expect to be 
done by.

Living Standard Rises 


Sales 
Showed Steady Increase Up 
to Last December 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—From the outbreak of war 
to December, 1941, the volume of retail 
sales increased 34 per cent. 

In September, 1939, the index number 
stood at 109.9. By December last, it had 
Tisen to 147.2. This index is based on the 
average retail sales for 1935-39, which is 
equal to 100. ' 

Of course, index numbers are only indi- 
cators but they reveal the extent to which 
the standard of living has risen. 

The Bureau of Statistics remarks that 
retail trade last December was 16 per cent 
above December, 1940, and exceeded any 
other month of record. 


Business Up 


All lines of business increased except 
those which are sp€cifically restricted— 
Such as radios and electrical installations, 
furniture and so on. Comparing December, 
1941, with 1940, the Bureau of Statistics 
reports that sales of shoes were up 38 per 
cent; men’s clothing and furnishings 20 
per cent; women’s specialties 16 per cent; 
department stores 14 per cent; hardware 
stores 17 per cent; drug stores 13 per cent; 
groceries and meat 20 per cent, The list 
could be indefinitely extended. 

In the main, of course, retail sales are 
recorded by indices and increases and can 
only be given in percentages, But the 
Bureau records the sales of department 
stores in dollars. In comparing the dollar

Editor, Bulletin; The remarks of Acting 
President Newton of the university, an- 
swering criticisms of the student body be- 
cause its members are not in uniform, will 
have met the approval of most people. 

Not only are these men being trained 
for much needed technical work in war in- 
dustries but also for the more difficult, 
if less dangerous, tasks of reconstruction 
after the war is over. 

The most tragic aspect of war is the 
wastage of youth and especially of trained 
and intelligent youth, During the last 
quarter century the world has suffered be- 
cause of the untimely death of a number 
of especially gifted men who died in the 
Great War. 

It is quite possible, had they lived, the 
world would not be in quite so parlous a 
State as it finds itself at present, 

There is another aspect of the question 
to which Mr. Lewis Mumford turns in an 
article in the New Republic entitled “Save 
the Seed Corn.” In view of what hap- 
pened in the Great War and the special 
need of intelligence after the present 
struggle, if it is not to be fought in vain, 
he pleads that steps be taken to save men 
of exceptional ability from the destruction 
of the battlefield. 

“At whatever cost of sacrifice,” he says, 
“some of the human seed must be held 
over for next spring's planting. . . .I there- 
fore propose that, as a nation, we deliber- 
ately commit ourselves to the policy of 
selecting and setting apart the creative 
s€ed corn.” 

The government, he thinks, would be 
well advised if it assumed the cost of the 
education of gifted men and women for 
the specia] tasks of post-war reconstruc- 
tion, CHAS.

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Why Discriminate? 


Editor, Bulletin: I listened with some 
interest to your Mr. Weir's commentary 
over CFRN. 

In regard to the Japanese who are to 
be removed from the B.C, coastal areas 
in the interests of national safety, accord- 
ing to Mr. Weir they should be treated 
like ordinary criminals, put to work—at 
no pay—at work which no white man 
would care to do. These are his words as 
I remember them—or at least it is prac- 
tically what he meant, 

Now I would like to ask him, in the 
name of tolerance and fair play, why, 
why, why? 

Is that the way we treat our other 
enemy aliens, the Finns, Hungarians and 
Germans? 

All the enemy aliens I know of just 
have to report to the police once a month.

Incidentally, could you explain why 
all enemy aliens are not removed from the 
danger zones? Are German aliens less 
dangerous than Japanese and, if so, why? 

But my main point is, why does Mr. 
Weir want them to be treated as criminals, 
forced to work for no pay at work no 
white man would care to do? 

What crime have they committed, 
except that they happen to have come 
from a nation with whom we happen to 
be at war? It surely cannot be their color, 
for our allies, the Chinese, are the same 
color, The kind of treatment he suggests 
might be expected from a Nazi, but surely 
not from a Britisher—for was not this war 
started to put an end to bigotry, intoler- 
ance and tyranny? 

We have missionaries in Japan who 
will now be enemy aliens there. Would 
we like the Japanese to treat them in the 
way you have suggested? 

To sum up, let us wage this war with 
everything we have; so it will be over as 
quickly as possible, But let us never for- 
get the ideals for which we are supposed 
to be—for which we are fighting—liberty, 
justice, tolerance, brotherhood among men 
and nations, 

Let us remember that when the war is 
won there comes the peace—-not just an 
armistice, but lasting peace based on the 
ideals in the Atlantic charter.

War Emergency Trainees 

Editor, Bulletin: About 150 men in 
Edmonton are training for war work in 
airplane factories and munition plants 
generally, 

Most of these men are veterans of the 
last or the present war, discharged for 
wounds and other disabilities; many have 
given up their usual work for wages to 
prepare themselves for the production of 
the tools for victory, 

It takes three to four months for a 
course, very few have any means — the 
government pays them a miserable allow- 
ance of $1.15 to live on and in the case of 
men with families $2.00. 

That of course means degrading 
poverty and deficiency in living standards. 
hat is not the fault of the citizens of 
Edmonton, but they could help a little by 
letting these men use their street car sys- 
tem to go to and from the training center 
from outlying districts at half price the 
Same as other students. The street cars 
are running anyway and they are not 
crowded at 4:30 in the afternoon. 

Socially-minded citizens have for @ 
long time deplored the conditions under 
which the War Emergency Trainees carry 
on. 
Their allowance makes no decent proe 
vision fer them, no clothing—or necese 
sary comforts of life, so it is very ene 
couraging to hear that the city fathers are 
sympathetic to their requqest that they be 
put on a par with other students in the 
city. It’s actions like this that make 
Edmontonians hold their head high.

Barley Gaining 


In Popularity 


Barley is assuming a leading pos- 
ition in Alberta's farm economy and 
tripling of the acreage customarily 
sown in recent years is advised in 
1942, according to an announcement 
of the department of agriculture. 


For many years barley acreage 
has been around 1,000,000 acres. It 
advanced to about 1,500,000 acres in 
1941 and it is stated that an in- 
crease to 3,000,000 can be justified 
for 1942. 

“Our rapidly expanding livestock 
industry makes it imperative that a 
reasonable surplus of good feed be 
maintained,” the department an- 
npuncement says. “It would be a 


sound policy under these conditions 


to convert some of our wheat surplus 
into a barley surplus. Our pontential 
wheat surplus in the form of sum- 
merfallow can become an actual 
barley surplus by the simple action 
of seeding barley on summerfallow 
in 1942." 

Seeding of summerfallow to bar- 
ley ig recommended but is it sug- 
gested that less seed per acre be 
sown than on other land.

have given up the idea of using it 
as a base for an offensive. The re- 
turn of Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell 
to his Indian command indicates 
that. 

Even if the defenders of Java 
were to hold out indefinitely, the 
island is now too vulnerable to be 
used as a main base of operations. 


The Japanese are entrenched too 
strongly on the adjacent islands and 
at Singapore. 


That leaves the United Nations 
three possible approaches to the 
Japanese—Australia on the south, 
India and China on the west and 
Siberia on the north, 


The Japanese already are ham- 
mering at two of these approaches. 


The aerial attacks on Port Darwin, 


Wyndham and Broome along a 700- 
mile stretch of the north Australian 
coast indicate an early Japanese 
attempt to dig in these and force 
the Allies to operate from the east 
and south coasts of Australia. 


BLOCK BURMA ROAD 

The Japanese likewise are driv- 
ing with full force into Burma and 
already have blocked China's line 
of supply over the Burma Road. If 
they overrun Burma, they might 
consolidate there as an additional 
barrier against an attack from 
India, or try to drive on into north- 
eastern India before the British are 
organized fully there 


As for the third approach, it 
has been persistently reported in 
Chungking that the Japanese are 
preparing to attack eastern 
Siberia to remove that menace 
from their rear while Russia's 
main strength is concentrated 
against Hitler in the west. 


Russia is unlikely to go to war 
with Japan while the issue in the 
west is in doubt. Japan knows, 
however, that if Hitler is beaten off 
Russia will be inclined to attack. 
'f Japan forces the issue by attack- 
ing first, a new front will be open. 
ed on which American bombers

‘ian islands route 


HASTY BOLSTERING 


The potentialities of India and 
China are being bolstered hastily 
by Britain and the United States. 
Washington is sending a supply 
mission to India to arrange for the 
distribution of war materials to 
India, China and the Middle East 
The British are trying hard to solve 
the Indian political problem and 
Prime Minister Churchill is expect- 
ed momentarily to offer conces- 
sions designed to unite the country 
in the war effort 

Australia has become primarily 
a United States problem. It is this 
country’s task to keep open the 
supply line over which will flow 
the output of the men, machines, 
guns, tanks, planes and the ships to 
move them which WPB chief Don- 
ald Nelson has called for this year.

Possibly referring to this new 
danger, the Indies command said 
United Nations bombers scored 
direct hits on two Japanese troop 
transports of 10,000 and 8,000 tons 
off the Java coast. 

In London, an official of the 
Netherlands government peinted 
8 gloomy outlook, declaring Java 
“Can not hold out much longer” 
unless reinforcements arrive. 


“We have suffered terrible losses 
and the chances of reinforcements 


are slight,” he said. 


The official said the Indies gov- 
ernment had moved from Batavia, 


the capital, to the inland mountain 
city of Bandung. 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


Imperial Tokyo headquarters, 
summarizing the results of last 
week-end's battles in the Java Sea, 
claimed that 23 Allied warships 
had been sunk, including six cruis- 
ers, eight destroyers, seven sub- 
marines, a gunboat and a mine- 
sweeper. As for Japanese losses, 


Tokyo acknowledged only that a 
single minesweeper had been sunk 
and a destroyer slightly damaged.

Ogden Shops In 
Production Big 
Guns For Navy 


CALGARY, March 3.—Ogden 
shops at Calgary, prairie arsenal 
operated by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, are now in regular pro- 
duction of naval guns, it was re- 
vealed by Sir Edward Beatty, 
G.B.E., president of that com- 
pany, who paid a visit of inspec- 
tion to the plant today. 

Full potential output had not 
been achieved at Ogden, Sir Ed- 
ward said, but he added that this 
phase of operations was close at 
hand. Meanwhile, complete gun 
assemblies had already passed final 
test stage and had been rushed to 
seaboard for active service. 

Approximately 2,000 men were 
now employed exclusively in gun 
and mounting manufacturing at 
Ogden, he said, many of them hav- 
ing been recruited from the regu- 
lar shop staffs of the company. 

Had Canadian rail traffic reached 
its wartime peak? Sir Edward said 
that it had not. 


PEAK NOT REACHED 

Heavy as rail movement had 
been in 1941, neither the flow of 
tonnage, nor the ability of Cana- 
dian railways to move it, had 
reached high water mark.

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REFUNDING OF ALBERTA’S DEBT 


Plans Underway To Reach Agreement With Bondholders 


City Is Vested With. Authority 


T-C. Air Lines 


"To Levy Annual $10 Poll Tax) Report Traffic 
_ Heads Recruits 


Amendment to the Edmonton + 
eity charter, granting the right 
to enact a bylaw to levy an annual 
poll tax not exceeding $10 on 
residents of the city not other- 
wise taxed by the city, was ap- 
proved by the municipal law 
committee of the legislature, 
Tuesday. The amendment till 
must be reviewed by a committee 
of the whole house and by the 
legislature, 

The proposed amendment was re- 
Jected by the municipal law com- 
mittee last week but was returned 
efter being re-worded. 

The amendment provides that the | 
tax is payable by every person! 
Tesident in the city for three months 
of any one year, with certain ex- 
ceptions. Provision is made that 
employers must furnish names of 
all employees to the city assessor 
within 15 days after demand. 


MAY DEDUCT TAX 

The assessor may require em- 
ployers to deduct the tax from the 
pay of his employees. Penalties are 
provided up to a $50 fine for em- 
ployers failing to comply with re- 
quirements, 

Those exempted from the tax are: 
single persons earning less than 
$600 a year, married persons earn- 
ing less than $1,000, persons paying 
property or business tax greater 
than the poll tax assessed and per- 
sons assessed a similar tax during 
‘the same year in another munici- 
pality or school district. 

The term of residence under 
which a person is taxable is three 
consecutive months, whether or no’ 
they are within a single calendar 
year.

REFUNDING PROBLEM 

To outline the problem of re- 
funding, Mr. Low reviewed the fi- 
nancial circumstances at the time 
the Social Credit government took 
office in 1935. 

“The nature of the goverliment 
elected in 1935," he said, ‘naturally 
made a great many péople antag- 
onistic to it.” 

Coupled with this, he continued, 
the government was faced with “an 
unusual set of circumstances.” 

There was nearly $10,000,000 in 
savings certificates on deposit 
and there were no reserves to 
meet demands for withdrawals. 
“We had to suspend payments as 
there wasn't the money to pay,” 
he said. “We had 6,300 certificate 
holders clamoring for their 
money and they should have had 
it—it was theirs.” 

In addition, he said, mere was an 
empty treasury and the previous 
government was nearly $68,000,000 
overspent on its budget, besides 
which there was a large overdraft 
at the bank, 


“We also had in this province a 
services-hungry people. There was 
the big promise on which were 
elected—to give some satisfaction 
to the services-hungry people.” 

On the 1935-36 budget of the 
U.F.A. government, $1,451,080 was 
voted for school grants but the 
payments could not’ be made for 
many months and, in some cases, 
for a year after they were due. 
The money was not there, he said. 

This situation existed in nearly 
every department. 


HAVE CAUGHT UP ’ 

Last yeur, he said, a special war- 
rant of $200,000 was passed to bring 
schoo] grants up to date. This year, 
$2,077,283 was budgeted for schoo! 
grants “and we have gradually 
caught up the payments which have 
fallen behind.” 

Another situation, he said, was 
poor crops, little road work in the 
outlying districts and the provin- 
cial debt risen so that the cost of 
serving it was 40 per cent of the 
total and 50 per cent of the ordin- 
ary revenue. 

The premier, he said, went to 
Ottawa to borrow money to balance 
the budget, but he did not get a 
“happy reception.” 

“We realized that an adjustment 
of the bond interest was long over- 
due, we could not hope for much 
co-operation from the bondholders 
and immediate action was needed,” 
he said. 

The leader of the opposition at 
that time suggested submitting the 
question of interest adjustment to 
an impartial tribunal, “but where 
was such an impartial tribunal to 
be found,” the treasurer said. 

“The government took an ac- 
tion that at that time was felt to 
be courageous,” he said. “It was 
a unilateral action and the in- 
terest was not paid in full.” 

He said there was great bitterness 
at the government's action and 
“some actions of some of the insti- 
tutions have been in the nature of 
reprisals.” 

The interest rates could not have 
been paid in full and at the same 
time keep up the services demand- 
ed by the people, he said 


BANK OF CANADA 

The treasurer said that D. M. 
Duggan, Ind., Edmonton, had show- 
ed by figures that interest rates 
could have been paid in full and 
the services still be met. But that 
would have been not by making 
capital payments from current rev- 
enue, which would have meant 
borrowing 

“What = government in that 
peculiar set of circumstances would 
have dared to do other than this 
government did?” he asked It 
would not have lasted overnight.” 
Borrowing was out of the ques- 
tion, he said, because Alberta had 
“gone off the money market in 
1934." 

“When this government was 
forced, through the unconcern of 
the Bank of Canada, to default 
on ite principal maturities, the 
harm was far greater than the cut 
in interest,” he said.

Veteran Pilot 
Of Northland Is 


Reported Found 


Reported missing on a run be- 
tween Yellowknife and Bear 
Lake, a Canadian Pacific Air- 
lines Ltd. plane, piloted by Alfred 
Caywood, veteran northiand flier, 
was reported on Tuesday after- 
noon as having been found, com- 
i pany officials stated. 

Caywood and his mechanic, Jack 
Rennie, are safe. 

W. Gibson, Western Arctic super- 
intendent for the Hudson's Bay 
Company, a passenger in the plane, 
is reported as dead. 

Word of the finding of the plane 
and the death of Gibson was receiv- 
ed by company officials from Yel- 
lowknife. Details are lacking. 

Officials stated that further word 
was expected during the afternoon. 

The plane left Yellowknife for 
Coppermine several days ago with 
Caywood as pilot, Jack Rennie as 
mechanic and W. Gibson, western 
Arctic superintendent for the Hud- 


son's Bay Company, as passenger, 
They were to have made a stop 
at Port Radium, on the northeastern 


extremity of Bear Lake, and then 
continue to Coppermine, where Mr 
Gibson is stationed. 
DIDN'T REPORT 

The plane did not report at Port 
Radium as expected but C.P.A. of- 
ficials thought that owing to unfav- 
orable landing conditions at that 
point Caywood may have decided 
to continue by a shorter route to 


Coppermine. 
Radio reception in the north has 
been well-nigh impossible for 


nearly two weeks, and belief is ex- 
pressed that Caywood may have 
been forced to make an emergency 
landing in some remote area, and 
has not been able to transmit mes- 
sages to bases. Latest reports he 
sent out shortly after leaving Yel- 
lowknife stated that he was facing

‘Budget Debate 


In Legislature 
Comes To End 


The budget debate was con- 
cluded on Monday, after two full 
weeks of debate in which 28 
speeches were delivered by 27 
speakers. 

Hon. Solon EF. Low, provincial 
treasurer, introduced his budget on 
Friday, February 13, and closed the 
debate on Monday, speaking for an 
hour and 50 minutes in rebuttal of 
opposition criticisms. 


ESTIMATES TAKEN UP 
Immediately following the debate, 
the house went into committee of 
supply with James Hartley, S.C, 
Macleod, deputy speaker, as chair- 
man. In the 10 minutes the com- 
mittee sat, estimates for the 
executive council and for legisla- 


tion were approved, totalling $740,- 
037 

Total catimates for the executive 
council on income account were 
231,686, against $218,550 for the 
fiscal year of 1941-42, an increase 
of $13,136. 


On capital account, $233,000 was 
placed in the superannuation fund, 
compared with $215,000 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, an increase of 
$18,000. 

Total budget for legislation on 
income account was $275,351 as 
compared with $274,965 in the cur- 
rent period, an increase of $366. 


SESSIONAL COSTS 

Sessional expenditures were 
budgeted at $118,750, unchanged 
from the current year, including 
indemnities to’ members and ses- 
sional allowances to, the speaker,

Miss Jackson chose for her 
theme “The Child's First Line Of 
Defence”, and emphasized the fact 


that the home and family life is of 
greatest importance to a child,

out of gear, and declared that a 
child is not susceptible to the in- 
fluence of delinquent companions 
when the home is a happy centre 
for it. She outlined the work of

during the last five years of the 
U.F.A. administration. Further, he 
forgot completely that we are in a 
war, with garrisons of soldiers, sail- 


ors and airmen in nearly every 
large centre of the province there 
would naturally be a large con- 


sumption of liquor.” 

Military training centres, he said 
had requested wet canteens in 
order that they might have some 
control over the drinking of the 
men. In 1937 there were 14 lic- 
ensed eantecns, in 1941 there 51 and 
at present there are 50 

The government, he said, adopted 
a policy in the fall of 1939 that 
there would be no further exten- 
sion of liquor distribution facilities 
for the duration of the war, The 
only divergence from this plan, he 
said, was the license at Lake Louise 
ski lodge for tourist traffic. 


RIGID CONTROL 

The liquor control board, he said, 
undertakes rigid discipline of li- 
cencees, with continual 


privileges of individual 
means cancellation. 
“It is the opinion of this govern 


ment,” he said, “that every encour-| 


agement should be given and every 
assistance afforded to districts de- 
siring to ban the sale of liquor in 
those districts through setting up 
local option areas.” 


“The board does not encourage | 


the sale of liquor,” he said, “but 
strives for a measure of control, 
and a measure of profit which in | 
itself is a measure of control.” 


Referring to criticism of the Al- 


berta treasury branches, Mr. Low 
said that statements had been 
made that the money spent on 


them should be made available for 
the war effort. J. H. Walker, Ind. 
Warner, he said, had translated the} 


treasury branch budget in terms of | 
the bombers it would buy. 


ILSLEY STATEMENT | 

In reply to this, he quoted a} 
atatement by Hon. J. L. Isley, fed- 
eral finance minister, on similar 
statements regarding the number 
of corvettes and bombers that 
could be bought with the $1,500,000 
cost of the planned plebiscite of 
the Dominion government. 

Mr. Ilsley'’s statement was: “They 
translate the cost of the plebiscite 
into terms of bombers and cor-} 
vettes it would buy, as if the lim- | 
itation of our supply of these mili- 
tary articles were the amount of 
money we can spend, whereas it is 
really the plant capacity and skill- 
ed labor available for their produc- 
tion, none of which would be di- 
verted by taking a plebiscite.” 

“Perhaps he has caught the vi- 
sion,” Mr. Low commented.

TREASURY BRANCHES 

If Canadian plant capacity in war 
industries reached the point at 
which all the employees of the 
treasury branches, most of whom 
are girls, would be required for the 
factories, he would ask the govern- 
ment to close the branches. 

“Are the treasury branches a form 
of relief?” J, J. Bowlen, Lib., Cal- 
gary, asked, 

Mr. Low replied that they were 
not, but the people in the 
branches should be employed 
there until they were needed for 
work which would be more vital 
in war, 

Objectives of the treasury 
branches, he said, were (1) the in- 
dustrialization of the province to 
the point where a correct economic 
balance between industry and agri- 
culture was established, (2) to pro- 
vide healthy competition among 
lending institutions to stabilize 
interest rates at fair levels, (3) to 
provide machinery to stimulate the 
sale and use of Alberta-made goods 
and (4) to increase the purchasing 
power of the consumers of the prov- 
ince during times of business re- 
cession, 


INSURANCE MONEY 

Cost of the branches, he said, 
would not be correctly measured in 
terms of the appropriation provided 
in the budget each year Deductions 
should be made for earnings of the 
branch, which go into genera) 
revenue, the aggregate of indirect 
savings to the people through gen 
eral lowering of interest rates and 
the full monetary value of the 
services rendered to the province 
as a whole through partial or com- 
plete realization of the objectives 
set out, 

Mr. Low stated that insurance 
companies had taken money out 
of Alberta in the last four years 
which should have been invested 
in this province and would have 
built homes if invested in loans 
under the National Housing Act, 
The excess of net premium in- 

comes of the life and fire insurance 
companiés over total net losses paid 
in 1940 he said, was $3,073,872. This, 
he said, would have built 600 homes 
worth $5000 each 


HOUSING LOANS 

"The excess for 1940 is about the 
average for the past four years on 
Alberta business,’ he said, “hence 
there could have been provided for 
Albertans, with their own money 
no less than 2,400 homes worth $5,- 
000 each from this one source alone 
What has actually been done? Not 
one single home has been built in 
Alberta under the federal housing 
act,” 

The Minister reviewed the at- 
tempts of the government to ob- 
tain loans in Alberta for housing. 

He read a letier he had written 
fo the director of nousing, stating 
that the Alberta government had 
offered to exempt all loans made 
under the Housing Act from pre- 


visions of the Debt Adjustment 
Act, They had even guaranteed 
housing loans exemption from 
any debt adjustment faws that 
might be passed in the future, 
The province also had offered to 
enter into a tri-partite agreement 
with the federal government and 
the lending institutions to give 
every security for housing loans. 
The mortgage companies and as- 
sociations he said, had demanded 
repeal of all debt adjustment laws 
as their condition for making hous-

ing loans here, 

Actions of the lending companies, 
he said, were in the nature of re- 
prisals against the government. 

Mr. Low suggested that the legis- 
lature pass a law providing that a 
fair percentage of the premium in- 
come of all insurance companies 
derived from Alberta business be 
invested in the province, in such 
projects as housing 

Insurance companies, he said, 
were diverting more and more of 
their funds to Dominion bonds. This 


meant that all the people. the tax- ) 


payers, paid the interest which went | 
in profits to insurance policy-hold- 
ers, also to pay salaries and divi- 
dends to executives and directors, 

Mr. Low said he felt the amend- 
ment to the budget, proposed by 
Alfred Speakman, Independent 
house leader, was a fair and rea- 
sonable amendment, but “not a 
member on this side of the house 
could support it without voting 
want of confidence in this gov- 
ernment.”

GOVERNMENT COST 

Referring to the dropping of the 
vote of $3,100 for the education of 
soldiers’ children from this year's 
budget, Mr. Low said it was felt a 
new situation would arise from the 


present war and that the old act 
would be inadequate {to take care 


of it, Provisions would be made 
when the new situation arose, he 
said, 

Referring to the statement by Mr. 
Duggan that the cost of govern- 
ment had risen unduly under this 
government's administration, he 
said he must ask “What is the cost 
of government?” He declared that 
the cost of administration of the 
lands and mines department had 
risen 10 per cent., but that its rev- 
enue had risen 90 per cent. “This 
is more or less true of every de- 


partment of government,” he said. 
Appointment of a central purchas- 
ing agency, he said, had been an 
additional adminstration cost, but 
had effected many economies, 
MONETARY REFORM 

Speaking of monetary reform he 
said he felt that Social Credit mem- 
bers believed in monetary reform 
and had a deep conviction of the 
rightness of their beliefs.

Yesterday I said that the ideal 
blind opening lead is from a sequ- 
ence of three honors. The chance 
of losing a trick by such‘a lead ts 
remote. and at the same time the 
lead operates to force out declar- 
er’s high card. 

There is a tendency on the pari 
of experienced players to classify 
many other possible leads as either 
desirable or unfavorable. Some of 
these other possibilities are illus- 
trated by the West hand today. 

West knows from the bidding

has a hand of general strength, with 
five spades. 

The play will probably inyolve 
development of tricks by the de- 
clarer in at least two suits outside 
of trumps, perhaps in all three 
suits. The hand is in effect a no- 
trumper. West must therefore be 
careful not to help the declarer oy 
his opening lead, 

The heart suit is topped by the 
king. The experienced player dis- 
likes leading a low card away 
from a king, against a suit contract, 
for he may thereby give the de- 
clarer the first two ‘tricks in the 
suit and there may be no third 
round. 

The club suit is topped by one 
of the two-card sequences that 
are always awkward propositions. 
If East does not hold an honor, a 
club ijead will probably lose a 
trick, Even if East holds an honor, 
West may do damage by guessing 
wrong whether to lead the queen 
or the five. 

To lead spades from the jack 
small looks dangerous. The jack 
is a piece of a stopper, but if East 
holds another piece (Q-x-x or 
K-x-x), the lead may kill it. 

In diamonds West has neither 
the length to assure that the de- 
clarer cannot bring in long cards. 
nor the shortness that gives pros- 
pect of a ruff. Also, there is an- 
other two-card sequence. 

But the lead of an honor from 
J-10-x actually has better chances 


of being safe than a lead from 
Q-J-x, as a little reflection wii 
show. Hence West's correct open- 


ing lead is positively indicated—

CLARIFICATION NEED 

“Complete clarification of the 
act without all the ‘buts’ and every- 
think else stuck in is what we 
want,” he said) “It was decided in 
1941 to let the matter rest until 1942 
when bonusus were to be paid. But 
the chislers chisled and now think 
that they've got away with it, I 
certainly hope this act will be mod- 
ified and re-worded in such a man- 
ner that most of the friction will be 
done away with” 

Discussion on the motion brought 
a storm of heated comments from 
the delegates. “There is no use 
sending any briefs anywhere,” de- 
clared one. “The government has 


made such a mess of this business | 


that the only thing for labor to do 
is demand that the whole thing be 
repealed. They're gOing to be right 
no matter what we do.

A fourth member demanded that 
the council get busy and send an 
immediate protest to Ottawa, while 
a fifth, obviously incensed over the 
continual delays in adjustments anc 
decisions of officials in authority, 
charged that “the government was 
attempting to propagate Nazi rule 
in Canada under the guise of total 
war effort. “And this while our 
boys are at the front,” he said. One 
delegate suggested that it was futile 
to seek “judgment based on the 
past.” “Our wages were frozen on 
Feb 15 and we may as well start 
fighting from there,” he contended. 

Still other Trade Unionists were 
in favor of calling a mass meeting 
in “the biggest hall’ in Edmonton 
to openly discuss the situation.

He spoke directly of Hon. Hum- 
phrey Mitchell, minister of Jabor.

1 think we will do much 
better if we wait and don't try to 
force a decision,” he contended. 

Delegates also charged that “a 
bunch of lawyers” had gotten be- 
ehind many employers and urged 
them to eliminate payment of 
bonuses.

Clarification of the living bonus 
plan pertaining to civic employees 
was given by Ald. Parsons. “It must 
be made clear that they don't come 
under the act,” he said. “And I. 
wouldn't want them, or anyone else 
to come under it. We must find 
some other way to receive the 
bonus. In response a delagate sub- 
mitted that all the aldermen who 
ran for office at the last election 
had promised to pay a cost of liv- 
ing bonus to civic employees, 

“It looks like cheap politics and 
cheap politicians,” he said. “I don’t 
know how they could go into office 
and break their words so quick.” 

“They can do anything,” retorted 
Ald. Parsons, 

To which the delegate replied 
that it was quite clear to see what 
the government intended in paying 
a bonus and that it had set a pre- 
cedent for other employers to fol- 
low. “It is high time we let auth- 
orities know they are not putting 
anything over on us,” a member 
stated.

not only been made but an old 
warehouse was being converted 
into a new hospital 

“When our boys come home we 
want them here and we want to 
be able to care for them here. It’s 
not right that they should have 
to be hospitalized at some other 
point simply because of lack of 
accommodations. 1 know that if 
1 asked for a new hospital I'd 
never get it, so I'm asking for a 
new wing with at least 150 beds.” 

Opinion was expressed that the 
need in Edmonton was great and 
that the logical place for any new 
hospitals was definitely this side of 
the mountains. 

The delegate who presented the 
amendment to the resolution urging 
more auxiliary firemen to be ready 
to cope with any possible “blitz” 
conditions in the city, declaring that 
many of the older men lacked 
imagination and experience. “They 
think,” he said, that if a squad of 
men go out to fight fires they will 
all come back, This isn't so and we 
can't have too many trained men for 
this work. 

“As far as Ottawa is concerned, 
they believe we're alright here, with 
no possible danger of attack. But 
in my opinion they should certainly 
be prepared to share the costs of 
any additional fire forces.
